Banquet at Shawsheen Womens Club 


Literally Provides Food for Thought 


A varied menu with much food for 
thought was served at the Shawsheen 
Woman’s club literary banquet Monday 
night by an artist in culinary effects, 
Alice Dixon Bond, literary editor of the 
Boston Herald and Traveler. Mrs. Bond 
arrived at the Shawsheen school stage 
with a large suitcase of seasoning with 
which she tempted the appetites of 
readers. 


She did not attempt to make a di- 
gested coverage of all the books that are 
currently pouring from the presses in 
spite of paper shortage and production 
difficulties but selected only a few to 
recommend to her large and appreciative 
audience. 


As an entree, she chose books of 
humor stressing the enjoyment of Bob 
Hope’s rapid fire of gaglike jokes in ‘So 
This Is Peace’’ which at the same time 
uncover something solid and very real. 
She elaborated on the Hope style and 
quoted his priceless summing up of the 
Russian-U.S. policy of diplomacy. ‘The 
Great Bear,” he says, ‘has tried every- 
thing except Unquentine on Byrnes.” 

She also suggested Untermyer’s an- 
thology, ‘‘A Treasury of Laughter’ as an 
appetizer with its dash of Benchley and 
McCord and its pinch of Parker. 


Fiction she chose as the soup of the 
dinner which for palatability must be 
blended by the hand of a master. She 
requires of good fiction a Universal qual- 
ity, not too dated, that applies to the 
beginning and end of mankind. A story 
in itself is not sufficient unless it is an 
artist’s interpretation of all living though 
writing, ‘‘B. F’s Daughter’ by John P. 
Marquand she described as a book that 
fulfills these requirements. The story is 
based on Polly’s struggle to do something 
by herself or to possess something that 
she obtains by her own efforts and that 
is not dominated by the money and 
power of B. F. but the book also con- 
tains the fundamentals in many a per- 
son’s heart, the high tension and con- 
fused thinking during wartime, the Wash- 
ington scene with Polly in the midst of it 
and her final realization that it is not the 
clenched fist that holds, but the open 
hand. Marquand who has written again 
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and again a comedy of manners, this 
time deals with the nouveau rich with a 
woman as his central character. 


Christopher LaFarge’s ‘’The Sudden 
Guest’’ she described as an exciting and 
probing story of a woman’s character, 
but which could be about mankind or 
country, living in solitary grandeur ‘‘unto 
herself alone.’’ Other books mentioned 
in this course were ‘’So Little Time’’, 
‘The Dark Wood” by Christine Weston, 
Pat Frank’s ‘’“Mr. Adam”, with a laugh 
on every page but with underlying 
thoughts to retain, Pearl Buck’s ‘Pavilion 
of Women”, definitely not a man’s book, 
which characterizes a changing world as 
well as a changing household, the old 
and new impinging upon each other, and 
two 1947 books, Kenneth Robert's ‘’Lydia 
Bailey’’ and ‘’‘Command Decision’ by 
John Worcester Haynes. 

Based on historical fact unearthed by 
Mr. Roberts in six years of intensive 
research, ‘‘Lydia Bailey’’ has Haiti as a 
background during the tumultuous years 
between 1800 and 1805. As a story it is 
packed with excitement plus, its charac- 
ters are living and breathing people, its 
history is accurate and shows up the lim- 
ited length of the State Department's 
nose beyond which its vision didn’t focus 
in those none-too-proud days. Its lesson 
is that you have to be able to be incon- 
sistent, if by so doing, you can obtain a 


vision.

son presented his report on the results of the completed work 
under Article 5 of the 1946 Town Warrant at a joint meeting 
of the Board of Public Works and the special committee on 
Water and Sewerage, Monday night. E. V. French, Joseph Me- 
Carthy and Sidney P. White compose the special committee. 


Water Mains 


In 1945 a 16” cast iron cement 
.ined main was installed on Lowell 
Street from the Haggett’s Pond 
pumping station to Cutler Road. 
During 1946 a 16” cast iron cement 
lined main was installed along Cut- 
ler Road, Reservation Street and 
Central Street to Elm Square, a 
distance of 12,067 ft., a 16" main on 
Phillips Street f:om Central Street 
to Main Street, distance of 3,203 
fi., and a 12” main on Elm Street 
from Elm Square to Walnut Avenue, 
a distance of 2,698 ft. The main 
purpose of these improvements was 
io provide Sufficient pipe capacity 
to deliver an adequate supply of 
water to the Town and to supple- 
ment the present 6’ main on Elm 
Street.

NOTICE 
WORLD WAR II VETERANS 


The Office of Veterans’ Services 
calls the attention of all World War 
11 veterans who have dropped or 
lapsed their National Service Life 
Insurance to the fact that February 
1, 1947, is the deadline date for re- 
instatement without the necessity 
of a physical examination, By pay- 
ing only two months’ premiums and 
satisfying them as to your condi- 
tion of health by stating you are in 
as good health as you were when 
discharged, you are reinstated. 
After February 1, 1947, a physical 
examination will be required and 
probably some veterans may not be 
able to pass it. 


The Insurance Act of 1946 pro- 
vides liberalization of the types of 
permanent insurance to which term 
insurance may be converted. They 


are: Ordinary Life; 20-Payment 
Life; 30-Payment Life; 20-Year 
Endowment; Endowment at Age 


60; and Endowment at Age 65, all 
with an added total disability fea- 
ture at a small monthly cost. 

It is further pointed out that this 
insurance may now be paid to the 
beneficiary in a lump sum, if so de- 
sired. A form requesting this type of 
payment must be filed. Blanks for 
this are at the local Veterans’ Serv- 
ice Office. Unless a veteran form- 
ally applies for a lump sum pay- 
ment, death benefit will be paid in 
certain monthly payments as pre- 
scribed in the insurance laws. It is 
nost important that all veterans 
who have allowed their insurance 
to lapse or who desire a lump sum 
death payment should contact the 
local Veterans’ Service Office at 


once.

WASHINGTON. — Walter Reed 
General hospital has made some ex 
cellent progress in treating cancer, 
but it’s kept such a hush-hush secret 
that the doctor in charge of cance! 
research, Lieut. Col, Milton Freed 
man, is about to be kicked upstairs 
because of a news leak. 

It so happens that the amount ol! 
eancer in the army is high—so much 
so that the number of cases is kep! 
secret. But one whole wing at Wal 
ter Reed hospital is devoted to can 
cer, and Dr. Freedman made 5° 
much progress that various editors 
got wind of what was happening an 
tried to print the story. 

At this point, Surgeon Gen 
Norman Kirk stepped in. It was 
made clear that medical corps 
policy did not permit mentioning 
the name of any hospital special- 
ist. Only the surgeon general’s 
office could be mentioned in 
connection with cancer research. 


The cancer specialists didn’t pa! 
ticularly mind this policy. But as a 
aftermath of this, Kirk wants Free’ 
man kicked upstairs to an adminis: 
trative post, where he would shu! 
fle papers instead of practicing mec 
icine. This Freedman refuses to di 

Meanwhile, doctors criticize Kir’ 
for continuing his wartime policy « 
wasting medics. During the war h 
corralled 40 per cent of the na 
tion’s physicians, then let many © 
them spend about three months si! 
ting idle for every month they de 
voted to medical practice. Some hac 
so much free time, they even oF 
ganized softball teams to keep them 
selves occupied. Many would have 
stayed on in the army, but were fed 
up with the regimentation of the 
surgeon general's office.
